WHEN it began in 1986, there was 
something quite comforting about an 
episode of CASUALTY (BBC1). It seemed 
like every episode started the same way 
- with a group of boozy lads getting 
into a car, or a stressed-out executive 
snapping at his wife before he sped off 
to work. You just knew a motorway pile-up 
or a heart attack was on the cards. 

Then there were cuddly characters 
like Kuba Trzcinski, the Polish security 
guard who made every scrap in the hospital 
waiting room worse - mostly because he 
spat at people every time he spoke. But the 
show’s grown-up a lot. Some of today’s 
characters seem much nastier. 

A good example is paramedic Woody,

whose dislike of his older colleague Josh 
has no limits. On Saturday, Josh escaped 
disciplinary action by a whisker, when the 
father of the boy he clouted the week before 
decided not to take his complaint any 
further. So Woody decided to report the 
matter himself - the kind of line that the 
characters of yesteryear would never have 


crossed. 
Gritty 


But if its characters were once a nicer 
bunch, Casualty always kept up a tradition 
of telling no-holds-barred stories 
- and that hasn’t changed much. 

In Saturday night’s episode, an Asian 
family were being persecuted by a racist 


thug, who objected to his sister’s 
relationship with their son. Fittingly 
enough for Bonfire Night, fireworks were 
involved, and the son ended up in casualty 
with severe burns. 

It was hard to say which was more 
difficult to watch — the sight of a man burnt 
to a cinder, or the bigotry of the men who’d 
done it to him. 

There were times when it felt a bit earnest. 
There were long speeches about racism and 
how - guess what - people from other 
cultures can be racist, too. But it’s often 
said that television drama has lost its gritty, 
realistic edge since the 1980s. Casualty 
proves that even primetime telly is still 
brave enough to talk about real issues.
